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More Blood In The Turnips 


Santa Claus is making a return engage­ 
ment in July this year. 
The new excise tax cu’s and larger 
Social Security payments will gladden the 
hearts of millions in time for Independ­ 
ence Day. 
lf you wonder how excise tax cuts can 
be reconciled with continued increases in 
the national debt, put it down to the new 
math of federal bookkeeping. You are not 
expected to understand new math, or even 
to agree with it — just concede that it is 
here to stay. 
The idea is to put blood in the taxpaying 
turnips, the ones that are proverbially 
bloodless, to hear 
the turnips tell 
the 
story. 
But in truth, taxpaying turnips were 
never as bloodless as they said they were. 
And likewise in truth, there never was 
as much hlood in them as the revenue- 
spending government wished there could 
be. 
In the classical psychology of taxation, 
this was regarded as 
a standoff 
The 
revenue-spending government sternly ad­ 
monished the turnips to yield more blood 
than they wanted 
to part with and 
the 
aggrieved turnips 
snarled at 
the 
tax- 
spenders for profligacy. 


THERE 
WAS 
continuous douhle-har- 
reled pressure — for more taxing and less 
spending. 
It 
was 
nerve-wracking 
and 
politically 
upsetting 
Then, 
after 
long 
years of bitterness and friction, a new 
thought dawned 
Put more blood info the turnips’ 


Accent the positive and soft-pedal the 
negative. 
Reduce taxes and count on more turnips 
to produce as much or more revenue at 
lower rates 
Do what mass production did in its age 
of innocence when it settled for less from 
each 
purchaser but 
added 
more pur­ 
chasers. 
Mass production made everybody hap­ 
py 
It improved the standard of living. 
It worked as long as it kept pumping 
hlood into the turnips and faltered only 
when the turnips ran short of blood. What 
happened then was called the Great De­ 
pression and lasted from 1929 to 1939, 
when World War II gave the anemic buy­ 
ing public a massive transfusion of war 
wages. 
Since 1945, when the war ended, 
the 
nation's best minds have been preoccu­ 
pied with the problem of pumping blood 
into turnips. 


EVENTUALLY, they thought of using 
taxes — the same taxes once used by 


7anv New Dealers to hasten the day when 
Americans would share the poverty instead 
of the wealth. 
That as the old government math

It beats the old way of griping about

day is to detect mental irregu­ 
larities and to protect other hu­ 
man beings against criminal be- 
hrvior that is the direct result 
of a disordered mind 
Plenty of monev is being spent 
by the federal government and 
by the states for education, and 
lots of it is going into the field 
of science with the idea of find­ 
ing ways to improve human life 
But tile real question is whether 
enough funds are being devoted 
to research on the biggest puz­ 
zle of all human behavior—men­ 
tal irregularities 
State institu­ 
tions are filled with human be­ 
ings who have become a men­ 
ace to society, and in innumer­ 
able instances commiimtv life 


JUST AS the state govern­ 
ments have the power to issue 
licenses to automobile drivers 
and to punish reckless drivers. 
by the same token persons who 
possess mental characteristics 
that are potentially dangerous 
could be refused the use of pis­ 
tols and guns. 
But very little research has 
been done on the basic causes 
of Oswald's crime The Warren 
report is a voluminous docu­ 
ment which gives plenty of find­ 
ings of the existence of a disor­ 
dered mind long before the as­ 
sassination occurred 
The schools and colleges are 
well aware that many of their 
students have erratic tenden­ 
cies, bat the custom is to brash 
off such manifestations as the 
responsibility of parents and not 
of the college or university or 
public school Yet for the pro­ 
tection of society and for the 
benefit of the individual who has 
erratic 
tendencies, 
corrective 
measures should be taken. Un­ 
questionably there are curative 
procedures which can be tried 


Today, unfortunately, as the 
newspapers report crim e after 
crime, generalities are heard to 
the effect that these happenings 
are due to poverty or poor edu­ 
cation, but a study of the big­ 
gest cause of crimes — mental 
irregularity — is neglected 


JUST 50 YEARS ago. 
this 
correspondent went to the thea­

Johnson 
was able to give the quickest 
public assurance of cooperation

nounce a crusade for conserva­ 
tism through a new organization 
called the Free Society Asso­ 
ciation headed by Goldwater 
Then Thursday morning the 
White House announced Johnson 
would also hold an afternoon 
news conference, although the 
time was indefinite and report­ 
ers waited hours in the press 
lobby Johnson met them after 
Coldwater'* session 
The Arizonan, whom Johnson 
defeated for the presidency last 
year, told reporters that 
ev­ 
ery time a Republican calls a 
news conference. Johnson has 
one of his own and grabs the 
spotlight. Thursday was no ex­ 
ception.

NAY FEVER FALLOUT

A . No, it it probably due to greater fallout of 
pollen during the night and early mormng Pol- 
kn and other tiny particles that cause hay fever 
sufferers so much trouble tend to be kept aloft 
during the day by rising currents of warm air. 
At night tbe air near the surface of the earth 
cools. The upward air currents diminish and 
the stnpeoded particles settle to earth.

But again, whether, how, what and 
when to tell is an individual matter.
